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Leaders on board 

for station revival

SOHAM Railway Station could 
be re-opened, it was announced 
this week. 

After 44 years of closure and 
decades of vigorous campaigning, 
the town's station could soon be up 
and running again. 

The move comes after the European 
Union earmarked £8million to improve the 
Felixstowe to Nuneaton line. 

In a bid to move direct freight away from 
London in time for the 2012 Olympics, 
Network Rail will also be repairing existing 
stations up and down the country. 

Soham’s station is one of those that could 
be set for a revival. 

Leading businessman in the town, Charles 
Warner, said the announcement is a long- 
awaited boost for Soham. 

He said: “This is excellent news. It will put 
Soham firmly on the map and bring in¬ 
creased prosperity to the town well ahead of 
the Soham Masterplan. 

“This is the boost that the town has 
needed for a long time. 

“By reinstating this key commuter link, 
Soham becomes a viable location for new 
businesses, and people who need to 
commute will see it as an attractive place to 
live. 

“This decision has the potential to bring 
major economic growth to Soham while at 
the same time reducing traffic congestion in 
and around Ely and Cambridge.”

The archbishop, Dr John 
Sentamu, stepped foot inside the 
famous landmark to help mark the 
major milestone. 

Dr Sentamu’s visit saw him not 
only learning more about the 
diocese’s rich history but he also 
led a special closing service to 
bring this year’s celebrations to an 
end.

Royal welcome for 
Queen at cathedral

UNION flags filled the 
streets of Ely as thous¬ 
ands of people tried to 
catch a glimpse of the 
Queen last Thursday. 

Royal fans of all ages des¬ 
cended on Palace Green to see 
Her Majesty visit Ely Cathed¬ 
ral. 

After arriving in the city by 
train, the Queen and the Duke 
of Edinburgh, Prince Philip, 
were chauffeured to the fam¬ 
ous landmark in a blacked-out 
car. 

Surrounded by police and 
security and wearing a peach- 
coloured outfit, the Queen 
stepped foot inside the cath¬ 
edral shortly after noon. 

Cheering schoolchildren 
lined the entrance to the 
cathedral’s West Door and 
waved Union flags as they 
made their way inside. 

As the rest of the crowd wel¬ 
comed her arrival, the Queen 
was forced to hold on to her 
hat as she was buffeted by 
25mph winds - the Bishop of 
Ely Dr Anthony Russell re¬ 
moved his mitre as he left the 
cathedral with his royal 
guests. 

The Mayor of Ely, Cllr Rich¬ 
ard Hobbs, said the Queen’s 
visit was the “pinnacle of any 
mayor’s year”. 

The royal visit was to cele¬ 
brate the 900th anniversary of 
the Diocese of Ely. 

Throughout the year, the 
cathedral has been the focal 
point of the celebrations, 
which has seen everything 
from conferences to pilgrim¬ 
ages. 

Wilburton resident Vivian 
Marshall, 86, made the trip

into the city to see Her Maj¬ 
esty arrive. 

Mrs Marshall said: “Even 
though we just got a quick 
peek it was brilliant. 

“The Royal Family are so, so 
important for our country and 
I am delighted that we are 
welcoming her here.” 

The Royal party then trav¬ 
elled into Cambridge to 
celebrate the university’s 
800th anniversary 

At King’s College, the Queen 
attended a formal lunch to 
mark long service university 
employees, including the 100 
longest-serving workers. 

The Queen and the Duke of 
Edinburgh took part in a pro¬ 
cession to the Senate House 


where a Loyal Address was 
presented to the sovereign. 

During the ceremony the 
Queen took the historic step 
of creating the new Regius 
Professorship of Botany, 
which goes to Sir David Baul- 
combe. 

The Queen, who was hoarse 
from a heavy cold, said: “It is a 
happy coincidence that this 
year also marks the 200th 
anniversary of the birth of 
Charles Darwin, whose stud¬ 
ies at Christ's College helped 
to inspire his passion for the 
natural sciences, which gave 
rise to major changes in our 
perception of life on earth. 

“Mindful of this and of the 
significance of these two 
important anniversaries, it 
gives me great pleasure to 
bestow upon the office of 
Professor of Botany the style 
and title of Regius Professor of 
Botany in Our University of 


Cambridge.” 

The Queen also watched 
the sealing of a final box of 800 
letters to the future which will 
be stored in the University 
Library for a century until they 
are opened on the university’s 
900th anniversary in 2109. 

At Marshall’s the Queen and 
Duke of Edinburgh met 
company chiefs, and were 
shown a video of the history of 
the Marshall group, before 
they were introduced to rep¬ 
resentatives of different parts 
of the business in a hangar as 
part of 50-minute visit. 

The Queen was given an 
impromptu three cheers by 
watching workers after she 
helped plant a tree to mark 
her visit. 

She later unveiled a comm¬ 
emorative plaque outside the 
group headquarters.

The town’s railway 
station opened in 1879 
when the Ely to New¬ 
market railway line 
was built, and for 
many years was a focal 
point of the town. 

But on June 2, 1944, 
a consignment of 
bombs travelling 
through the town 
caught fire and blew 
up part of the station. 

The station was 
never rebuilt but a 
platform was and 
services ran to Cam¬ 
bridge again. 

However, in 1965 
the station was finally 
closed down, instig¬ 
ated by Dr Beeching’s 
plan to close stations 
across the county. 

For the last 20 years, 
campaigners have 
been fighting to re¬ 
open the station and 
get it working again. 

Cllr Gareth Wilson, 
East Cambridgeshire 
Liberal Democrat 
leader, said: “We have 
campaigned for a long 
time to get this station 
reinstated and this 
decision is very wel¬ 
come. 

“It gives the people 
of Soham a fast direct 
rail link to Ely and 
Cambridge and offers 
them a viable altern¬ 
ative to car travel. 

“Reopening the 
railway station will 
bring major advant¬ 
ages to the town and 
encourage enterprise.” 

A Network Rail 
spokesman said the 
decision is still subject 
to “detailed studies”. 

He said: “East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council has an asp¬ 
iration for a new 
station at Soham. 

“We are happy to 
explore the options 
further with the coun¬ 
cil and the train oper¬ 
ator. 

“However, more 
detailed discussions 
and studies would 
need to take place 
before a decision 
could be taken about 
whether it would be 
feasible or not.” 

Cllr Peter Moakes, 
chairman of the 
district council’s strat¬ 
egic development 
committee, said: “We, 
along with the local 
community, have 
campaigned for years 
to bring a railway 
station back to Soham 
and this announce¬ 
ment seems to bring 
this a step closer. 

“The reintroduction 
of the railway station 
in Soham is a key part 
of the masterplan for 
the market town and it 
is heartening to hear 
our arguments have 
been taken on board.”

Safety fears 
over A road 

LIBERAL Democrats are launching a 
campaign to prevent lorries rumbling 
through a village near Ely. 

Determined to stop Haddenham 
being used as a rat run, the East 
Cambridgeshire party plans to lobby 
Cambridgeshire County Council and 
the Government to downgrade the 
A1421 Station Road to a B-road. 

In a bid to get to the A10 or A14, 
lorry drivers currently cut through the 
village from the Witchford bypass, but 
the downgrade would prevent this. 

The call comes just weeks after 
plans to turn the A1123 through 
Stretham, Wilburton, Haddenham 
and Wicken into a “strategic route” for 
lorries were dropped by Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council. 

Now the Lib Dems are calling for 
Station Road to be downgraded. 

They also want planning consents 
that involve lorry transport, such as 
the extension of gravel extraction at 
Block Fen in Mepal, to carry a cond¬ 
ition avoiding village roads such as 
the A1123 and Station Road. 

Lib Dem leader and Haddenham 
councillor Gareth Wilson said: 
“Station Road is used by children 
going to school and they have to walk 
along narrow pavements with heavy 
lorries running alongside. 

“I am worried that there will be a 
serious accident. These vehicles have 
no reason to use this road and it 
should be downgraded. 

“This would stop a lot of the heavy 
traffic that comes through Hadden¬ 
ham. Villagers should not have to put 
up with heavy lorries rat running 
through when there are alternative 
routes.”

Shoppers get in festive spirit at sale 


More rail strife as 
trains cancelled 

PASSENGERS faced further disruption on 
Tuesday when First Capital Connect (FCC) 
cancelled trains between Cambridge and 
London because of a shortage of drivers. 

The train operator cancelled 28 trains 
affecting Cambridge, Ely, London King’s 
Cross and Moorgate on its Great Northern 
route. 

The 0959hrs King’s Lynn to King’s Cross 
service was cancelled and replaced by buses 
between King’s Lynn and Cambridge. 

National Express East Anglia accepted 
FCC tickets for the remainder of the journey 
between Cambridge and Liverpool Street. 

The northbound 0745hrs King’s Cross to 
King’s Lynn train terminated at Cambridge 
with replacement buses taking customers 
onwards to King’s Lynn. 

FCC has been running an emergency 
timetable this month on its Thameslink 
route between Bedford and Brighton 
because of staff shortages. 

Unions insist workers are not taking 
industrial action but are merely exercising 
their contractual right not to work overtime. 

Bob Crow, general secretary of the Rail 
Maritime and Transport union, said: “It is 
down to the company to ensure adequate 
staffing resources. 

“And with two and a half million 
unemployed, why are train services being 
run on what is effectively compulsory 
overtime? 

“FCC needs to start talking seriously with 
the trade unions about the issues at the 
heart of the continuing service failure.” 

The Great Northern route was hit by 
cancellations on a Sunday earlier this month 
because of driver shortages but has not been 
affected on weekdays before now 

FCC, which relies on overtime working to 
run its full service, said the revised timetable 
will operate on Mondays to Fridays until 
further notice.

COUNCIL chiefs are one step 
closer to forming a blueprint for 
Ely's future. 

The consultation on the city’s much- 
anticipated draft masterplan has now 
ended and officers at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) now have the job 
of working their way through the public’s 
responses. 

Held from September to November, the 
consultation period featured exhibitions 
attended by more than 200 people, as well 
as presentations to 10 local community 
groups. 

The plan - put together by award¬ 
winning developers URBED - aims to 
provide the city with a blueprint for 
growth over the next 20 years. 

Essential elements involved retaining 
Ely’s identity, promoting green spaces and 
strengthening it as a place to live, work 
and shop. 

The plan includes several major 
projects such as a new country park, 
leisure facility, tourist attractions and a 
southern bypass. 

Councillors approved the first draft 
earlier this year, after ECDC’s masterplan 
working party sent the plans forward to 
the strategic development committee. 

Approval of the first draft brings an end 
to more than 12 months of planning 
meetings and tweaking of details. 

During the consultation period, more 
than 100 questionnaires were sent in. 

A total of 50 people also wrote in with 
their thoughts and opinions. 

The responses will now be included in a 
report to the strategic development 
committee when it meets in fanuary to 
consider the outcome of the consultation. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of the 
committee, said: “I would like to thank all 
those people who took the time to read 
the draft Ely Masterplan and let us know 
what they thought. 

“I promise you that all of the feedback 
we have received will be carefully 
considered and used to improve the draft 
plan. 

“As we have always said this plan 
belongs not to one group or organisation 
but to us all. 

“The challenge ahead of us is clear - the 
recession may have disrupted growth but 
no one is under any illusion that the 
challenge won’t return. 

“The masterplan is our chance to 
control the growth to benefit our great 
city.” 

Cllr Fred Brown, district council leader, 
said: “Things with the masterplan are 
moving on in an extremely positive way 
and we are ahead of the game. 

“The feedback has also been really 
positive, hence we are moving forward 
with it and finally it will be out there in the 
public eye.”

What used to be the city’s

The report said: “The excell¬ 
ent leadership by the head¬ 
teacher, ably supported by his

uation and good monitoring. 

“Staff are passionate about 
their work and dedicated to 
improving students’ life chan¬ 
ces. 

“Students learn well because 
they benefit from consistently 
good and careful teaching. 

“The working relationships 
between staff and students are 
good and rare instances of 
misbehaviour are dealt with 
calmly and sensitively. 

“A good and personalised 
curriculum is offered to every 
student and this helps each 
individual to improve their 
levels of attainment.” 

The report added that the unit 
provided an outstanding, caring 
and supportive environment for 
its students,adding: “It is esp¬ 
ecially effective in how it 
supports each individual, 
including the most vulnerable.” 

David Colbran, headmaster, 


said: “We are all very pleased 
with this acknowledgement of 
the good work going on at Ely 
PRU. 

“We have a great bunch of 
students, some very supportive 
parents and a hard working, 
dedicated staff team. 

“We appreciate the support 
we get from our partnership 
schools and the other agencies 
who work with us especially the 
East Cambridgeshire Comm¬ 
unity Safety Partnership, who 
have given us a lot of practical 
support over a number of years.” 

The PRU was encouraged to 
raise levels of attainment further 
and to express success criteria 
so outcomes can be easily 
measured and published. 

The centre boasts classrooms 
for English, maths, ICT, science, 
art and careers. 

It also has fully equipped 
workshops for multiskills, resist¬ 
ant materials and food tech¬ 
nology, as well as a recreational 
area including a reading area, 
pool table and game consoles.

River plans 
are alarming 

Sir, May I take this opportunity to 
thank Geoffrey Woodard for the 
entertainment he has provided in 
recent months with his ever more 
inventive criticisms of the National 
Trust proposals for the expansion of 
Wicken Fen over the next 100 years. 

I am afraid though that he may be 
tilting at the wrong windmill. 

If he were to spare a few minutes on 
the Environment Agency website he 
would find a consultation document 
called The Great Ouse Tidal River 
Strategy. The full document is very 
detailed but contains two main 
proposals which are rather alarming. 
The first deals with the plan to reduce 
the amount of silt in the river beyond 
Denver sluice. This has been building 
up over the past 50 years and is now 
at a level which is restricting the main 
river flow. In times past, the channel 
was dredged but this is not 
fashionable now because it is 
expensive and “the channel may silt 
up again”. I used to try a similar 
excuse to get out of washing my 
hands as a child but mother would 
not accept it. The agency hopes to 
deal with the silt by changing the 
management of the water controls at 
Denver and hoping for heavy rain. 
The other contentious proposal is to 
allow the level of flood protection 
offered by the South Level Barrier 
Bank (that is, the bank which stops 
the water from the Bedford River 
flowing into the fen) to decline from 
the present 1 in 120 risk to 1 in 20 
over the next 70 years or so. The bank 
would then be maintained to provide 
a 1 in 20 risk level. 

If this plan is adopted, there is likely 
to be more acres of wild and natural 
fen in 100 years time than the 
National Trust can imagine.

Refund call 
after winds 
topple tree 


COUNCIL chiefs are demanding a 
refund after Ely’s brand new 
£3,000 artificial Christmas tree fell 
victim to the storms. 

Strong winds of up to 50mph proved 
too much for the controversial tree last 
week. 

The 10m fake tree had stood proudly on 
Ely’s Market Place since last Sunday, 
although many residents questioned why 
the City of Ely Council had invested in an 
untraditional artificial one. 

But the festive ornament was left lying 
in a heap last Wednesday - just a day 
before the Queen was due to visit. The 
wild weather broke the massive tree in 
half, causing its hundreds of clip-in 
branches to fall. 

Crowds of shocked residents gathered 
around the tree, many of whom found it 
quite amusing. 

Jo Alderson said: “What a shame. It is 
quite funny though - it obviously wasn’t 
weighed down enough. Last time I saw it, 
it looked quite proud.” 

Another, who did not want to be 
named, said: “Maybe the council should 
have stuck with a real tree in the first 
place.” 

Council staff managed to dismantle the 
tree and tow its branches away during the 
afternoon but their hopes of re-erecting it 
were dashed and further storms and high

winds were predicted. 

Now, a locally-sourced real tree has 
been put up and decorated with baubles 
and lights. 

The fake tree will now be sent back and 
the council is demanding a full refund, it 
has been confirmed. 

However, the Mayor of Ely, Cllr Richard 
Hobbs, maintained that a fake tree would 
be the “best bet” for the future. 

He said: “I think what happened to the 
tree was sad but there was obviously a 
fault with it and the council will be getting 
a 100 per cent refund. 

“The false tree was lovely looking and it 
is meant to last for around 10 years, which 
is definitely the best bet for us econo¬ 
mically. 

“I really don’t know what people didn’t 
like about it. 

“However, after spending a lot of time 
thinking about it, Ely does now boast a 
real tree. 

“Christmas in the city wouldn’t be 
Christmas without a tree so we did all we 
could to have one and we are pleased with 
how it looks. 

“An artificial tree is something the 
council will, however, still be pursuing for 
the years ahead.”

Hen harrier flies in for 
winter retreat at fen 


THE first hen harrier of the 
winter has been spotted at 
Wicken Fen Nature Reserve. 

A volunteer spotted the bird 
of prey, which is one of the 
rarest in England, coming into 
roost. 

Although rare, the harrier is 
a frequent visitor to the reserve 
in the cold winter months. 

The best time to see them is 
at dusk when they fly in to 
roost on the reserve’s Sedge 
Fen. 

National Trust volunteer and 
former warden Ralph Sargeant 
spotted the bird. 

He said: “On a still night the 


harriers arrive late and drop 
straight down into the sedge to 
roost. 

“If it is windy they may not 
be able to hear predators mov¬ 
ing around so spend plenty of 
time flying over the sedge 
searching for potential danger 
before landing to roost.” 

Research conducted by 
Natural England and the RSPB 
indicate that a combination of 
a harsh winter and a possible 
shortage of prey in the spring 
mean that some pairs failed to 
breed this year, with only six 
successful hen harrier nests 
recorded nationally.

Extra time to 
comment on 
flooding risk 

EAST Cambridgeshire 
residents worried about 
flooding in the region are 
being given more time to 
voice their concerns. 

The Environment Ag¬ 
ency (EA) has agreed to 
extend its public consult¬ 
ation on the future of the 
area’s flood defences. 

The decision comes less 
than a month after the 
Weekly News reported that 
hundreds of homes in the 
region could be flooded if 
improvements are not 
made to the South Level 
Barrier Bank, which runs 
for around 40kilometres 
to the north of Ely. 

Experts have said that if 
barrier is not reinforced 
by 2080, its standards 
could slip so low that the 
Ely area could be flooded. 

Even though the pred¬ 
ictions are decades away, 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council is urging 
the EA to invest in the 
barrier. 

The agency has extend¬ 
ed its consultation on 
flood improvements until 
December 7.

A PETITION to save a pop¬ 
ular furniture store from 
closure is gaining massive 
support. 

More than 350 people have 
signed online and in-store petitions 
to save The Home from being shut 
down. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
the large furniture outlet, located on 
the Saxon Business Park off the A10 
near Littleport, could be forced to 
close early next year. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) chiefs claim 
business owner Steven Layn has 
breached planning permission 
conditions. 

The store, which manufactures 
and sells a wide range of home 
furniture, opened in July. Now up to 
10 jobs are under threat. 

The district council is taking 
action against the store, claiming it 
is illegally using the site as a retail 
business. 

Council bosses say the site has 
planning permission for general 
industry but not for retail, and as a 
result an enforcement notice and 
stop notice were recently issued. 

But Mr Layn has lodged an app¬ 
eal against the notices, which will 
be heard early next year. Until then, 
he and his employees must wait to 
hear whether The Home can 
continue trading into 2010. 
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The bitter row between the 
business and the council has 
become more heated since the 
Weekly News first reported it on 
November 12, with Mr Layn and his 
staff accusing the authority of trying 
to close them down simply because 
their business is “too upmarket” for 
Littleport. 

A document, titled ‘A Statement 
of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’, has been released by Mr 
Layn. He claims the report states 
that The Home is “out of scale with 
the role and function of Littleport 
and at odds with the hierarchy of 
centres in the district”. 

The document adds: “Ely is 
clearly defined as the major town 
centre in the district”, and is ident¬ 
ified as “the main focus for shopp¬ 
ing development in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire”. 

lemma Bruen, general manager 
of The Home, believes the council’s 
report proves they face closure, not 
because of planning breaches but 
because they are not wanted. 

She said: “It’s a scandal. 

“We have put the relevant section 
on our website, www.leavethehome 
alone.co.uk, so that people can 
make up their own minds about the 
council’s real opinion of Littleport. 


“The document describes Little¬ 
port as a ‘ . . . secondary town 
centre’ and says that Littleport is a 
‘service centre for a small rural 
catchment area’. 

“That statement surely cond¬ 
emns Littleport to a slow lingering 
death.” 

But David Archer, executive 
director of the council’s develop¬ 
ment services, said: “No matter how 
many press releases or exclusives 
which are issued by the owners of 
The Home, they cannot escape the 
fact that they have opened a retail 
unit without planning permission. 

“The latest claim that the council 
is trying to run down Littleport or 
there is not a road safety issue are 
farcical and a desperately crude 
attempt at spin. 

“The issue is simple and clear for 
anyone to see - planning perm¬ 
ission was considered and granted 
for the site for the manufacture of 
furniture - nothing else. 

“It is now up to the planning 
inspector in March to decide on the 
appeal. 

“The majority of developers 
comply with legal requirements and 
get planning permission before they 
carry out their development. 

“Why should the owners of The 
Home be exempt from the same 
planning laws the rest of the 
country follow?” 
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Village hall project to 
improve users’ access 


A VILLAGE hall and its conn¬ 
ected day centre are set to 
becoming more accessible 
and environmentally friendly 

Work to enhance the facilities on 
Littleport’s Victoria Street started on 
Monday. 

To improve the buildings, new 
doors and a ramp for the hall are 
being installed, as well as new 
windows and entrance doors for the 
day centre to help keep the heat in. 

The £17,000 scheme is being 
funded from a variety of schemes, 
including the Cambridge Community 
Foundation, the Clothworkers’ 
Foundation and the East Cambs 
Community Fund. 

The Veolia Environmental Trust 
also awarded a £5,000 grant through 
the Landfill Communities Fund. 

Geoffrey Norman, of Littleport 
Village Hall Management Committee, 
said: “We are very grateful to all the 
organisations that have provided 
funding for the project. 

“This is a key part of our overall 
plan to make the hall sustainable for 
the long term.” 

The hall is a classic Victorian build¬ 
ing in the heart of the village and 
used by a wide range of 
organisations, including Littleport 
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Day Centre, as well as for birthday 
parties and other events. 

Its users, many of whom are elderly 
and disabled, currently find it 
difficult to negotiate its entrance 
ramp, with its high gradient, uneven 
surface and no handrail. 

The hall’s main doors are also 
difficult to use, particularly for 
wheelchair users, and do not comply 
with accessibility legislation. 

Plans for the new ramp were drawn 
up following an advisory visit from 
the county accessibility department. 

An energy audit also highlighted 
the doors and windows were major 
sources of heat loss. 

The local conservation officer was 
consulted to ensure the work was in 
keeping with the age of the hall. 

The executive director of The 
Veolia Environmental Trust, Margaret 
Cobbold, said: “Halls such as this 
play a vital role in community life 
and it is one of our priorities to 
support projects to make them more 
accessible, comfortable and wel¬ 
coming places to meet up, have fun 
and receive support and advice.” 


Walk in the 
footsteps 
of Protector 



A PAIR of boots thought to have 
belonged to Oliver Cromwell 
were to go under the hammer 
today. 

The leather boots, which are 
expected to fetch up to £500, 
stand at 60cm high and were 
previously displayed in the hall 
of Wormsley Park, Oxfordshire. 

They form part of the 
collection of the late John Fane, 
a descendant of the 8th Earl of 
Westmorland, which is being 
auctioned. 

There is no proof the boots, 
believed to date back to the 
17th century, belonged to the 
former Cambridgeshire MP and 
Lord Protector. 

The story was passed down 
through the family of Mr Fane, 


who inherited the country 
house in 1954, and a previous 
owner of Wormsley Hall who 
was a military leader in the 
English Civil War. 

Colonel Adrian Scrope fought 
for the Parliamentarian forces 
and signed Charles I’s death 


warrant. 

Will Richards, of Berkshire- 
based auctioneers Dreweatts, 
said: “There are many 
collectors of items like these, 
as they fall into both the 
historical and militaria areas of 
collecting.”

Police keep 
up hunt for 
teen mugger 


POLICE are still appealing for 
information about a vicious 
attack on 81-year-old author 
Jean Adamson. 

Two months after the writer was 
mugged in her own village, police 
have yet to receive any leads about 
what happened or make any arrests. 

Mrs Adamson, the author of the 
classic Topsy and Tim children’s 
books, had her arm broken after 
being dragged along the street by a 
teenage thug near her home in High 
Street, Stretham. 

The shocking incident happened 
at 11.30am on Sunday, September 
20, as she was walking home from 
the post office. As reported in the 
Weekly News, the youth approached 
her in the street and grabbed her 
shopping bag from her shoulder. 

Mrs Adamson, who has lived in 
the village since 1968, tried to hang 
on and was pulled along the ground 
for a short distance before letting go. 

The writer, who had £100 in her 
purse and a precious photograph of 
one of her grandchildren, was left 
injured and alone in the street. 
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Eventually, neighbours came to 
her help and she was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital for treat¬ 
ment. 

Mrs Adamson wrote the advent¬ 
ures of twins Topsy and Tim with her 
husband Gareth, who died in 1982. 

More than 21 million copies of the 
books have been sold worldwide. 

Police launched a manhunt for 
the thug, who was white, about 5ft 
8in tall, 15 to 17-years-old and 
wearing a white T-shirt with a shirt 
over the top and a grey baseball cap 
with a white peak. 

A police spokeswoman said: “We 
are still waiting for that piece of 
information that will lead to us 
catching whoever was responsible 
for this vicious attack. 

“We have heard nothing at this 
stage and would appeal to people to 
come forward even if they have the 
smallest piece of information.”

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Homeless at 16 and pregnant 
at 18 , but Emilee started afresh

S ITTING in a 
Cambridge cafe, 
sharing a slice of 
cake with her gorgeous 
little girl, Emilee 
McNeilly couldn't be 
happier. She clearly 
loves being a mum to 
Amarni, 3. And she's 
just fulfilled a lifelong 
ambition, to win a 
place at university 
But Emilee hasn’t always 
been this happy. Having 
walked out of her mum’s 
house at 16, she fell pregnant 
at 18 and by the age of 19 was 
trapped in a violent 
relationship - which left her 
bruised, battered and fearing 
for her life. 

“There was a time when I 
found it hard to just get out 
of bed,” admits Emilee, 22. 
“Going through something 
like that really knocks it out 
of you; it knocks your 
confidence. I had no 
direction, nothing going for 
me... At least that’s how I felt. 

“But you just have to keep 
on trying. I realised that I 
wanted to achieve something 
with my life, that I didn’t 
want to just drift along -1 
wanted to go out there and 
find my own path. I’m on 
that path now, and it feels 
brilliant.” 

In the last three years, 
Emilee has changed her life 
beyond all recognition. 
Showing true strength of 
character, she’s gone from 
being a cowed victim of

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domestic abuse to a star 
student, set for a high-flying 
career. 

Her achievements were 
recognised when, earlier this 
month, she was shortlisted 
for a Prince’s Trust Young 
Achiever Award. 

“The ceremony was 
amazing,” she says, with a 
smile. “Prince Charles 
couldn’t be there himself, but 
he sent a video message 
congratulating us all; that 
made my night!” 

Emilee, who grew up in 
Bedford, admits she didn’t 
have the happiest of 
childhoods. Her younger 
brother was born with 
Prader-Willi Syndrome, a 
genetic condition which 
causes all kinds of 
disabilities. 

“His behaviour was often 
challenging and, when you’re 
only little, things like that are 
hard to understand,” she 
says. “And then my parents 
divorced when I was 7. My 
dad moved away and there 
was quite a lot of tension 
between me and my mum... ” 

Things came to a head 
when, aged 16, Emilee 
sneaked out to a club one 
night, breaking both her 
mum’s rules and a strict 
8.30pm curfew. 

“She found out and went 
mad,” explains Emilee. “That 
was our last argument. I said 
‘That’s it, I’m leaving’ and she 
said ‘Well that’s good: we’re 


not getting on. I want you 
gone by the time I get back 
from church’. By the time 
she’d come back, I’d packed 
my bags and was gone. For 
the next two years we hardly 
spoke; I only saw her twice in 
all that time.” 

Emilee was in the middle 
of studying for her GCSEs. 

“I’d been predicted good 
grades; an A in Geography,” 
she remembers. “Then all 
this kicked off and I didn’t do 
any revision at all... My 
teachers were great: one of 
them even came to pick me 
up for an exam. But I got all 
Ds, and that was just for 
turning up, really.” 

During her exam term, 
Emilee moved in with a 
school friend - but they fell 
out. She spent the next two 
years staying with one friend 
after another and then, a 
week before she turned 18, 
she realised she had nowhere 
left to go. 

Forced to apply for a hostel 
place, Emilee was given a bed 
straight away. But she 
remembers feeling really 
frightened. 

“I thought it was going to 
be full of drugs and tough 
people,” she recounts, with a 
wry smile. “There were some 
drugs and some alcohol in 
there, but actually the staff 
were really nice - I’m still in 
touch with some of them 
now.” 

Soon after moving into the 
hostel, Emilee fell pregnant. 
“When I first found out I felt 
numb, to be honest,” she 
recalls. “It was a bit of a 
shock. Me and her dad hadn’t 
been together very long and 
it wasn’t a stable relationship. 

“For the first week or so I 
didn’t tell him; when I did he 
said he didn’t want me to 
keep the baby, but I knew I 
wanted to keep her. We had a 
lot of arguments. I’d never 
really wanted to have kids, 
funnily enough, but when I 
got pregnant that changed.” 

Transferring to a special 
mother and baby hostel in 
Bedford, Emilee says her 
relationship with her now-ex¬ 
boyfriend deteriorated fast. 
“That’s when he became 
violent,” she says. “He lashed 
out at me during an 
argument; over time, the 
violence became more 
frequent. He punched me in 
the stomach while I was 
pregnant, tried to strangle 
me, hit me with a metal bar 
on my legs... 

“I moved out of the hostel - 
because I thought if they saw 
bruises on me they might call 
in social services - and went 
into a flat. My ex found out 
where I was and came round, 
saying that he wouldn’t leave. 

“Things got quite scary. 
Early one morning, about 
6am, we had a really bad 
argument. Amarni was really 


small and she’d been crying; 
having a new baby is 
stressful. Things just blew up. 
I tried to get out of the house, 
but he locked the front door 
and then came at me... 

“Two weeks later he 
punched me right in the face. 
Amarni was at her nan’s, so I 
just ran out of the house and 
straight to the police 
station.” 

Emilee’s ex was later 
arrested, charged and 
convicted of physical abuse. 
He was sentenced to five 
months in prison. 

“That’s when I came to 
Cambridge, to a women’s 
refuge,” explains Emilee. 
“They didn’t tell me where I 
was going until the last 
minute. A taxi just arrived for 
me and I got in, all my stuff 
in bags... It was horrible to 
start with; I’d been in 
Bedford my whole life, it was 
all I knew.” 

Emilee says it took at least 
six months for her to stop 
feeling afraid all the time - 
and start looking to the 
future. Thanks to the team at 
the refuge, she got in touch 
with Cambridge charity 
Romsey Mill, set up to help 
marginalised young people 
and families. 

Advised to return to 
education, Emilee went on to 
take five GCSEs at 
Cambridge Regional College. 
As a single mum - who had 


to cycle an hour each way, to 
and from college, every day - 
it wasn’t always easy. But 
Emilee says she genuinely 
enjoyed studying again. And 
she scored top grades in her 
final exams - including an A* 
in photography. 

“That really boosted my 
confidence,” says Emilee. “It 
made me realise I wanted to 
achieve something. Yes, there 
are times when I get really 
tired. When I was biking to

and from CRC, by the time I 
got Amarni to bed the last 
thing I felt like doing was 
coursework. But I was 
determined, and all the hard 
work was worth it.” 

Emilee says she would 
have struggled to complete 
her GCSEs, and her 
subsequent Access to Higher 
Education course (which led 
to her winning her place at 
the University of Bedford; 
she’s in her first year of a 
psychology degree), without 


support. 

She got a government 
grant to help cover the costs 
of childcare and The Prince’s 
Trust funded first a laptop, so 
she could do college work at 
home, and then a buggy for 
her bike, so she could 
transport Amarni to the 
childminder’s. 

“There was a time when I 
almost gave up, because my 
childcare funding didn’t 
come through,” Emilee 
remembers. “I wrote to David 
Howarth, my MP, and he 
sorted it. 

“I think, because I’m really 
determined, I would have 
found a way to keep going 
anyway. But people’s support 
made the whole thing so 
much easier. My goal now is 
to take education as far as I 
can: when I finish my degree, 
I definitely want to do a 
masters and then maybe a 
Phd, so I can be a proper 
clinical psychologist.” 

In sharing her story, Emilee 
hopes other young people, 
faced with troubles in their 
lives, will feel inspired to 
start afresh and build 
themselves a better future. 

“The message I want to get 
across is ‘You can do it’,” she

Diana award honours 
brave teen fundraiser 


HEROIC cancer fundraiser Liam 
Fairhurst has been given a prest¬ 
igious posthumous award. 

The inspirational 14-year-old, who 
lived in Soham, raised more than 
£350,000 for children’s cancer charity 
CLIC Sargent while battling the disease 
himself. 

After a three-year battle, including 
fighting tumours in his leg and lung, 
Liam died on July 1 this year. 

Thousands of people, including Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown, paid tribute to 
the brave teenager. 

Liam’s parents, Mark and Sarah, were 
at 11 Downing Street, London, on Tues¬ 
day to collect the 10th Anniversary Gold 
Diana Award for Extra Mile Achievers in 
his honour. 

The ceremony was headed by the 
chancellor, Alistair Darling, the Prime 
Minister’s wife Sarah Brown and X-Factor 
star Diana Vickers.

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Liam was among 10 youngsters to 
receive the award as it celebrates its 
milestone 10th anniversary this year. 

The award recognises people’s imm¬ 
ense impact on society. 

Following his death, Liam’s family 
described him as a “beacon of hope”, 
while CLIC Sargent hailed his “deter¬ 
mination and courage”. 

Liam’s bravery earned him plaudits 
such as meetings with Prince William and 
the Prime Minister, the accolade of Child 
of Courage at the Pride of Britain Awards, 
and the title of Most Courageous Child at 
the Cambridge News Community Awards. 

Liam began his fundraising campaign 
in December 2006 when his best friend 
and fellow cancer sufferer, Jack Wilkin¬ 
son, died at the age of 12. 

Liam started with a mile-long spon¬ 


sored swim - despite synovial sarcoma in 
his leg meaning he could not walk that 
distance. 

He then persuaded a panel of mill¬ 
ionaires, including Lord Archer and 
Duncan Bannatyne, to donate more than 
£50,000 to fund a CLIC Sargent holiday 
home on the ITV show Fortune: The 
Million Pound Giveaway. 

In March 2007, Liam was diagnosed 
with cancer in his lung - but immediately 
set a fundraising target of £100,000. 

Then in June that year, his fundraising 
achievements were recognised with a 
Diana Award, presented by Gordon 
Brown. 

Liam smashed his £100,000 target in 
July 2007 and in August 2008 was voted 
Britain’s Kindest Kid in a Five News/ 
Charities Aid Foundation competition. 

In October 2008, he was given a Child 
of Courage Award, presented by Sir 
Richard Branson and Rebecca Adlington, 
at the Pride of Britain Awards in London.

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Health workers 
get first flu Jabs 


THOUSANDS of front-line health 
staff in Cambridgeshire are gett¬ 
ing the first wave of swine flu 
vaccine jabs. 

NHS Cambridgeshire has begun the 
major operation, which will see more 
than 7,000 employees vaccinated, 
including doctors, nurses and ambulance 
crews. 

As well as medical staff, plans are in 
hand to give the vaccine to care workers 
and other key personnel. And NHS chiefs 
say it will also be given to “priority 
groups”, including: 

■ Adults and children over six months 
and under 65, who are in the current 
seasonal flu “at risk” groups; 

■ Pregnant women, at any stage of their 
pregnancy; 

■ People who live in the same house as 
someone whose immune system is 
“compromised by disease of treatment”; 
and 

■ People aged 65 and over, who are in the 
seasonal flu “at risk” groups. 

At present, supplies of the vaccine are 
only available to front-line health 
workers and to the priority groups. GP 
surgeries in the county are currently 
arranging for people in these groups to 
come in and have the injection.

shire said: “The vaccination programme 
will be extended to other groups - 
initially children aged six months to five 
years - in due course. 

“The vaccine is safe and proven to 
prevent swine flu infection.” 

Dr Lincoln Sargeant, public health 
consultant for NHS Cambridgeshire, said: 
“We would encourage anyone who falls 
into one of the priority groups to ensure 
they have the swine flu vaccination. 

“For most people so far, swine flu has 
been a mild illness, which will last around 
a week. However, some people are more 
likely to be seriously ill with swine flu. 

“These include people with long-term 
health conditions, pregnant women, or 
those people with compromised immune 
systems. 

“It’s particularly important for anyone 
who falls into one of the priority groups 
to get vaccinated.

A classic 
dilemma 
for Tevye 


LOVE, identity and very big 
beards are on the agenda as 
Cambridge Operatic Society 
turns the clock back to early 
20th century Russia for its 
new production of the classic 
musical Fiddler on the Roof.

Berry good ways to 
add colour in winter 


I f you're looking for 
colourful pots which will 
last a bit longer than a 
few shortlived pansies this 
winter, it’s worth shopping 
around for evergreen and 
berried shrubs and grasses. 

Garden centres are now awash 
with winter cherries (Solanum 
capsicastrum), bearing large 
bright-orange berries which look 
tempting but may not last too 
long outside unless you give them 
a really sheltered spot. 

A better bet for a splash of 
colour in a contemporary pot 
would be Callicarpa bodinieri 
‘Profusion’, a hardy shrub which 
produces bright purple berries in 
winter, standing out among 
underplantings of ivy and winter¬ 
flowering heather. 

Some shrubs last well in pots 
and can then be successfully 
grown in the garden. 

Skimmia ‘reevesiana’, a 
hermaphrodite producing vibrant 
red berries, looks wonderful in 
pots, as does its relative S. 
japonica ‘Rubella’, with its deep 
red flower buds, which can be a 
vibrant focal point in any 
container. 

If you transfer skimmia from 
their pots to your borders in 
spring and you want berries in 
future years, make sure you grow 
male and female plants together. 

‘Foremanii’ is female and 
produces large bunches of 
berries, while ‘Fragrans’ is male 
and recommended for its floral 
fragrance. 

Deep-coloured heucheras also 
remain pretty hardy over the

winter, contrasting well with 
variegated euonymus and 
seasonal accent plants including 
cyclamen from the Miracle Series, 
which will flower for weeks and 
tolerate mild frosts. 

Viburnum tinus is another 
reliable evergreen shrub which 
can comfortably fill a winter pot. 
Its buds reveal a dark pink tinge 
when they open, later lightening 
to pure white as the flowers open 
between late winter and early 
spring. 

When planting your winter 
pots, buy a container labelled 
‘frost-proof’ rather than ‘frost- 
resistant’, which will withstand 
the British weather more 
effectively. Line the inside of the 
pot with plastic bubble-wrap to 
prevent compost from freezing 
and damaging the roots, but don’t 
cover the drainage hole. 

Line the base of the pot with 
crocks or chunks of polystyrene 
to ease drainage. 

Half-fill the pot with compost. 
For permanent plantings of 
shrubs and perennials, use a soil- 
based compost such as John 
Innes No 3, which holds on to 
water and nutrients well while 
encouraging good air movement 


and drainage. Sit the rootball of 
your main plant about 2.5cm 
below the container rim, initially 
sitting the plant in its pot in the 
container to gauge the right 
depth. 

Knock your plant out of its pot 
and position it in the container, 
holding it steady as you add more 
compost to secure it, and raise the 
level of compost to suit the other 
plants. 

Many people forget about 
grasses in the winter, but it’s a 
time when they can come into 
their own in pots, adding huge 
architectural value and texture to 
the scene. And you can always 
transplant them into your garden 
when winter is over. 

Sculptural grasses such as Carex 
comans ‘Bronze form’ can make a 
striking formal feature, while tall 
containers look great with sword¬ 
like phormiums and sedges, 
mixed with the cascading foliage 
of carex. They are extremely low 
maintenance and highly visual, 
particularly in winter when not 
much else can steal the limelight. 

Alternatively, use a tall grass 
planted in a pot on its own, such 
as Stipa gigantea, a densely-tufted 
evergreen type that’ll look great 
on a frosty morning and wave in 
the slightest breeze. 

Of course, if you are a flower fan 
and want to make the most of 
winter blooms, you could plant 
up some hellebores in pots, which 
will provide a terrific display of 
foliage and flowers throughout 
late winter and early spring, in 
shades of white, cream, yellow, 
green, pink and purple through to 
almost black. 

They do particularly well in 
partially-shaded areas. 

There’s really no reason that 
you can’t have beautiful winter 
containers of plants which you 
can transfer to beds and borders 
at a later date to give you pleasure 
in years to come. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Gaultheria (Wintergreen) 

You may see a lot of these small 
shrubs in garden centres bearing 
their colourful red or purple 
berries at the moment, and they 
can be easily grown in pots of 
ericaceous compost or in a garden 
with lime-free soil in partial 
shade. 

Gaultheria is most commonly 
seen as ground cover under 
rhododendrons or camellias, but 
if you want a taller variety you can 
choose G. shallon, which grows to 
1.5m, producing dark purple 
berries. 

Others, such as G. mucronata, 
are more suitable to add low- 
growing interest to containers or 
borders, with their large 
porcelain-like berries in shades of 
dark pink, red and white 
appearing in November. 

Male and female flowers are 
nearly always borne by different 
varieties, so you need to plant 
more than one type to be sure you 
will have berries. Female varieties 
include ‘Cherry Ripe’ and ‘Lilian’, 
while male types include 
‘Thymifolia’ or ‘Male’.

A SHORTAGE of properties 
for sale in popular areas is 
leading to rapid price 
increases, according to 
local estate agent, haart.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal.

The Vauxhall Corsa: Improvements 
for 2010 


VAUXHALLS Corsa is set 
to sell more sub-125g/km 
cars than any other model 
range in the UK next year 
thanks to significant effic¬ 
iency gains in its engine 
line-up. Better still, buyers 
will benefit from zero VED 
on all manual Corsa 
models from next April. 

The ultra-economical 
engines-all of which, bar 
the VXR model, exceed 
50mpg combined when 
fitted with a manual 
gearbox-are joined by a 
raft of improvements to 
the Corsa’s chassis, 
boosting its driver appeal 
still further.

Reinforcing the 98g, 
zero-VED ecoFLEX model 
in the Corsa’s diesel 
range is a 73bhp version 
of the same 1.3 CDTi, 
emitting 114g/km, and a 
more powerful 1.7 CDTi 
which now produces 
127bhp, yet drops 
12g/km in C02 
emissions.

ANNUAL running costs for 
second-hand cars are now 
higher than those for new 
vehicles, it was revealed this 
week. 

Motorists now need to fork out 
an average of £2,744 a year to run a 
used car, compared with only 
£2,219 for a new model, a cost-of- 
motoring index from the RAC 
showed. 

One of the main reasons for the 
discrepancy is that annual 
maintenance costs for used 
vehicles average £787, compared 
with just £366 for new models. 

The new-car annual running cost 
figure for 2009 was five per cent 
down on the 2008 average, yet an 
RAC survey showed that 80 per cent 


of motorists felt their annual costs 
had risen. 

But the annual costs have been 
driven lower by a dip in fuel prices, 
with petrol being 10 per cent 
cheaper than a year ago and diesel 
prices falling 14 per cent. 

The RAC index showed: 

■ 45 per cent have made changes 
to their car ownership habits in 
2009, with a fifth of these getting rid 
of their second car; 

■ 28 per cent of motorists are using 
their car less, with 6 per cent 
switching to a smaller model; 

■ Twice as many women as men 
have downsized their car; 

■ Two in three who have made 
changes to vehicle ownership will 
not revert back once the economy 


revives; 

■ 26 per cent said they could not 
afford to reduce car ownership or 
go for a smaller model; 

■ Only 6 per cent of those who had 
bought smaller models mentioned 
the Government’s car scrappage 
scheme as a reason for their 
change; 

■ 34 per cent thought of reducing 
their car use this year but did not, 
with mobility being the main 
reason for not changing. 

RAC motoring strategist Adrian 
Tink said: “It’s been a tough year for 
motorists, and while it’s good news 
that the costs of running a car have 
slightly dropped in the past 12 
months, it probably won’t feel like it 
at a time when the family budget is 


being squeezed from all sides. 

“So despite the drop, the 
overriding desire for drivers is to 
cut back where they can.” 

He went on: “We’re seeing 
motorists really question how they 
use their cars. 

“The trend towards the one-car 
family shows how people are 
prepared to make fundamental 
lifestyle changes for the benefit of 
themselves, their families and their 
pockets. 

“But such change for a lot of 
drivers is still merely an aspiration, 
with practical difficulties caused by 
work and family needs or a lack of 
alternatives, such as inadequate 
public transport, stopping them in 
their tyre tracks.”
